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The Examiner has identified the application as containing patentably distinct species 
defined by Groups I-IV and a process of making Groups I-IV defined by Group V. The 
Examiner has required the Applicant to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted and further to respond to a restriction requirement 
between the products defined by Groups I-IV and a process of making defined by Group V. The 
Examiner believes there are no generic claims. Applicant has been advised that a response to 
this requirement shall include an identification of the species that is elected and a listing of all 
claims readable thereon. 

In response to the Examiner's requirement for election between Groups I-IV, Applicant 
elects Species Group III for examination on which claims 21-37, 40, 42, 43, 46, 48 and 50-62 are 
readable. Further, in response to the Examiner's requirement for restriction between the 
products of Groups I-IV and the process of making of Group V, Applicant elects the product of 
Group III for examination. The election of Group III is without traverse.
